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CONTROL: YADA DE SHI'ITE (First speaking in the ancient language of Yu, 
then changing to English) 


"It is better English, yes? Man is forever building walls to climb 
over, language being one of these, Then he is wondering why his life 
is such a quandry, such chaos. With all your ag Sb geod a today in 
your advanced culture to know by free study, by free examination, there 
is still a vast amount of ignorance about that which is called survival. 
You are living, I know, in a mechanical age, an age where machinery out- 
does man. If you cannot measure it--it does not exist. But you are 
coming along. You will learn in time. 


"It may seem strange~-what you call odd-~-that I, called Yada di 
ShitIte comes and speaks to you and makes claim that I am a discarnate 
being. So with the study of discarnate beings is something called pa - 
psychology; ‘para’ meaning beyond and above norm conditions. But how 
are you going to study something which is beyond and above norm condi- 
tions? I want to tell you a little bit, please, about how I operate 
this body. But before I do, I think it advisable to make this statement: 
In the study to discover whether or not you survive, you must first try 
to find out what it is that survives. There is something that is called 
Spirit, Soul, Mind, Psyche.....just words! I come and I say, ‘I am Yada 
di ShitItse.* Who or what is Yada di ShitIte? May I assume that I ama 
eonsciousness-=-a consciousness apart from the one that operates this 
man's physical structure? But how am I going to make you know that you 
survive--that the thing called You survives--when I, Myan do not 
know what--not who, who is not important at all--but what I am? Mind, 
that which is called Mind, what is it? What is its nature? Your psy- 
chologists and psychiatrists have been prying into that which is calied 
the mind to find out what makes it work. They have talked at great 
length about that which is called the personality. ell, will one of 
you say that there is such a homogeneous quantity called a Personality? 
Will you? I will say no. There is no such thing as a Personality. A 
personality consists of a conglomeration of personalities. Not only the 
personalities of what is calied peoples. but of things--things that the 
personalities, so-called, contact when they come into this hypnotic 
state called the material-chemical world. For this is a hypnotic state, 
That is why it is so difficult to ever find out who you are. For you 
will first have to come out of this hypnotic state; and this is a slow 
process that has to be worked on through the study of so-called spirit 
return or death. 


"In my language there is no such word as death. But this study is 
a science and not a religion. It is not an ism. I come and make the 
statement that I come from a civilization existing 500,000 ycars ago. 
It is something like a tremendous time--half a milion years! Anā your 
anthropologists and archeologists, they are looking at me--what is the 
matter with this man, eh? Half a million years ago and he talks about 
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a great civilization which he comes fromt @ 


"But, frionds, man has been on this earth of yours, creating great 
highly advanced civilizations for half a billion years! Not millions-« 
billions: Your sciontists will find this out in due course of time. 


"In the meanwhile, let us who are sincerely seeking, set all preju- 
dices aside. Let us sect aside all of our orthodox teachings that say to 
us, ‘Taboo! Taboo! Do not go there! Do not study here. Do not look 
here...only right here.' If you, or one of you have made study into 
what is called spirit, life after death, and you, at the end of much 
study, find that it is not so--alright. There may be others who, taking 
another path of study, find it is so. Because they do not accept your 
path, does not mean they are phn i If we would only concede this with 
One another, then we could all get together and study life with no ar- 
guments. For, if a law exists, it exists whether you argue from now 
until another 500,000 years. You are not going to cancel out the law 
by getting angry with one another. You are not going to prove anything. 
For all of man's talking and thinking is opinions...opinions. 


"Your scientists-~your material scientists, your physicists--at 
the end of their lifetime, their studies have left them with a handful of 
figures--symbols--mathomatical symbols. This is rather empty, is it 
not? How would you like to come to the end‘of your life and have only 
a handful of mathematical symbols? But yet, can you go any further than 
this? For man himself, the individual as well as en masse, is but a a 
cosmic symbol. He cannot be reduced to less, 


"In your study of physics, your scientists have taken matter: and 
pulled it apart until now they can reach no more to pull. And so, some 
of them have come to the conclusion that perhaps there is no more, be- 
cause they can neither sense it through the body nor-can they find it 
on their delicate instruments. So it does not oxist, eh? I think, 
though, that your higher selentists, those of a more persistent mind, 
will not draw such conclusions. Ferhaps, in timo, they shall be able 
to develop other methods, other means, other instruments to reach deep- 
er into the field of what?--matter? I like to say, consciousness, 

For that which is beyond your present instruments lies in other dimen- 
sions, or in the other frequencios of time. But what is time? Again 
TI refer it back to the word consciousness. 


"A bit of this consciousness becomes centered in a form, and then 
in time to peek out through little slits at this out here. And it dares 
to say it knows what it is looking at! Oh, no. It is but a very dim 
view, very vague. This body is the most remarkable of scientific in- 
struments, It is a measuring-rod, and each one of us measures according 
to the delicate balance of the nervous system. Wot one of you in this 
room that may be sensitive enough to see me, though I stand back of this 
man's body. And I concentrate all that I am going to say upon the brain 
cells and what is called the motions of the mouth end tongue and throat 
to speak. I do not get into his body. But, to go back! One of you, € 
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sensitive enough, may see me. But it may not be advisable for you to 

say so, because those who cannot see me will look at you askance. "What 
did you say you saw? Perhaps we had better take you away. That which 

I do not see, you do not see. You are crazy. If you do not act as 

T act, you are schizophrenic--or paranolac—-you are domentia-praecox. 

But I am sanej' It is like the religionist, the devout religionist 

who says, ‘I am going to heaven, and you, my brother, are going to Hell.'t 


“And so man struggles on through this little pieco of existence he 
calls consciousness. Your psychologists talk of what is called the un- 
conscious, the superconscious, the subconscious, and then they finally 
arrive at the conscious, not knowing that tho greater masses of man are 
not conscious, Because one has their eyes open does not say that they 
are conscious. Noi No! Nol There aro many, many people with their’ 
eyes open and they are cebtainly anything but conscious. My friends, 
if they were, do you think you could be carrying on the daily slaughter 
in your streets with your vehicles? That is only one. Your wars-- ; 
slaughtering the best of your age. Is this living consciously? Your men- 
tal institutions are packed to capacity; your penal institutions the 
same, and your hospitals for those ill of body. And you are looking 
for sanity? You want conscious living? You build vast, expensive tem- 
ples’to worship your God in, and the people that should go, God's ‘chil~ 
dren, arc living like pigs. Oh, I know--relizion is a very touchy sub= 
ject. Bo careful. Do not speak out loud about it. Politics-=be caro~ 
ful how you speak about politics. It is a very touchy subject. Sex-- 
do not speak about it. Look at your papers--what you call your maga- 
zines. Look at the covers of these, how you advertise sex. A man 
here writes something. Kinsey! This man tried to bring out a thought, 
He was not saying’ anything new--but what has upset the authorities, 
the orthodox mind, is that he was exposing them to one another. We do 
not like to be exposed. Man knows all about himself, he does not need 
someone to tell his neighbor what he is doing. And you call yourselves 
living in a Christian world! Noi You have never been taught Christiana 
ity. You have been taught chureh-ianity. Anyone want to oppose me, 
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"your Christian Bible says, "Go not to the dead, for the dcad know 
hothing." This is true. But this was not written about discarnate 
beings. This was writtcon about the sleepers, the unconscious walking 
around with thoir eyes open, the alleged authorities. We live by only 
one authority, and you, the individual, are it. And if you do not taka 
authority into your own hands, you shall make a better slave by those 
who are secking to enslave you by keeping you ignorant. 


"Here, in your country, you are free. You have a great power to 
move. How many take advantage of it? Every four years you are having 
war between two factions calling thomsolves Democrats and Republicans. 
They are dragging out into’ the Spon, these two men they are going to 
mse, and scandalizing them, calling them rapists, arsonists, murderers 
‘and I do not know what clse. And when it is all-over and one of them 
lives thru it long enough to get into tho office, everybody shakes hards, 
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everybody feels happy. But the party that did not get their man in, 
they sit on the sidelines and continue another four years of scandalous ® 
anà scurrilous remarks about those who are in, instead of joining to- 
gether and working together for the benefit of all. 


"Do you not think it odd that I. who am free from your physical- 
chemical annoyances, should have a will to come back and enter into the 
struggle? There are what is called holpers--both in the body and out, 
for the bonefit of man at large. We come not to onter into arguments. 
We come not to excite or incite to violont action, for there is nothing 
to be gained by violence but more violence. “e come to discuss ways and 
means of thinking and living so that we, man, shail be more comfortable 
during the time that we are existing in the physical world. And that 
is all. We do not care what you believe, but wo are deeply interest- 
od in how you havo come to believe it. By your own studios? Then we 
are very happy. But if you are going to and aro taking othors for the’ 
authority without studying or seeking yourself, we are very interested, 
but we endeavor to stop you from that kind of thing; to work you out 
of that--to make you realize that you are the responsible one. This 
world is your dream. It is not a mass dream, although man suffers that 
illusion. It is the individual dream. Nothing at all exists out thero 
except here (indicating his forchoad.) The consciousnoss scoking cx- 
perionce in the physical-chemical world--it’s mechanism is by projec- 
tion=--projecting its thoughts. Now I have the desire at this moment to 
stop talking and have you talk at me, eh? 


QURETL ON: (DHS) I understand, during your life on this earth, you were © 
a priest in a temple. I would like to know what or whom you and your 


people worshipped. 


YADA: "We were what is called sun-worshippers. Now immediately, 
these words will bring into mind the heathens, the idol-worshippers, 
the suporstitious, the ignorant. Worship a sun? Come down into our 
age and worship our God. My friends, we did not worship the sun as 
God; we worshippod the sun as Wisdom--as Light--tho light of wisdom, 
me used it as a symbol. Your present Christian religion had it's being, 
it's birth, in sun-worshipping. The story of Christ is very much dif- 
ferent from what you have been taught in your templos., This man called’ 
Jcsus, acting es the Sun God--his twelvo followers, apostles, disciples, 
or whatever you like to call thom, act. as the twelve signs of the zodiac. 


"Now I am not going to talk astrology to you, for the bodies up 

hore do nothing to you more than your blindnoss permits them to do. If 

ou think that the sun or moon or any other planctary ‘body influences 
you to do this or that, this is very good, very finc. And you will 
move according to your beliefs. But I would prefer that you remember 
it is only so when you are not awake. When you become consciously 
aware and stand in your own boing, you are’the master. There is no 
other. You are the Christ, the Ghristness, the ghristos, the Christian, 
Krishna and others of thoso called by similar titles. 


"wo used tho word tKa? (?) meaning a God, but not God, an invisible @ 
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nothingness dwelling up there in some distant place--but right here; 
(indicating forehead) and here (indicating midriff). In my language, 
AH-Sun-4 (?) In our praying, we found our prayers were answered and 
not answered. Prayers arc answered according to the way you think 

they should be answercd. If they are answered difforently, although it 
may be for your own benefit, your own good, you will say, 'My prayers 
were not answered. Many pcople come back out of battles, saying, 'I 
was saved because I praycd to God to protcct mc.’ Very beautiful. Yet 
there were undoubtedly millions of people who were praying to be saved 
but were not. In this last war you have had many thousands and thous- 
ands of people who havc been tortured and burned in your concentration 
camps and other places. A few of these survived and said, ‘It was be- 
cause I prayed to God.’ The others prayed to God, too, and vere not 
saved. Whero was God thon? Was he deaf to thom? Or was this one and 
that one his chosen people? Will one of you answer me this? You made 
much to do over what you call tho soldiers in battle saying there was 
nevor a heathen in battle, or a disboliever in what you call Cod. When 
you refer to God, you speak of the church God. If you belicve this 
church God can do you good, He will do good. If you belicve He cannot, 
He will not. If you tako a rock and you worship it and you bow down 
to the rock and you pray to the rock and you concentraté on the possi- 
bilities of it helping you, the rock will help you, because the rock, 
liko God, is here (indicating forehcad)--is consciousnsss-~is mind. 


"No not pormit me to sit here and talk this way if- you feel oppo- 
sition in you. Give mo argument, for that is what I sharpen my mind on." 


QUESTION: (Mrs. K.) "Gotting back to the previous question about your 
religion--did you have ceremonies--did you build temples? Tell us more 
about how and what you worshipped." 


YADA: "In my city where I became Ka-Ta (?) (Ka-Ta meaning god-man) 

in the city callcd Kiote (?), moaning City of Temples--thcre were 33 

of these. Every four yoars, the Yada or heads of the tomples would 

send out into the city to mothers there of new-born babies to find out 
this year how many babies. And then when those children have reached 
their woaning period and have come out of this, the Ka-Tas sought to 
find one or two at the most to take into the temphes, to teach to be- 
come Ka-Tas, and eventually Yadas. Now thore wero certain mystical rit- 
uals that thése little babics wore put through for the Yadas to dis- 
covor whether or not they were the proper ones to become pricsts. 


"They would sit these little ones down in the centcr of a room, 
and a group would gathor around thom, the Yadas and the Ka-Tas, and 
mantrams would be made~--tho chanting of mystical words. Does this 
gound superstitious to you? -I am certain it does, in your modern times, 
In the use of these words, and the use of concentration on this little 
baby, in not too long a timo, the baby would riso up, and keeping its 
own balance, would speak out, would talk of its former existence--it's 
former experiences ina phys{oal-chomical world. And certain things 
it would say would give tho Ka-Tas and the Yadas to know that this was 
the one who should be given its start in the temples. 
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"But was the training in the temples only worship? No, it was the 
lifelong study of Man--the power of conccntration--tho use of the mind 
and the body to control the chemical action in tho body. Meditation 
was practiced, Tho art of mystical breathine was practiced, so that 
conscious discernment of what was going on around the individual was 
made a practice; and the individual would come to know that ho must 
live consciously and must be aware continually of his every act, because 
it was known that the forces of mind could croato not only thought- 
forms through its dosires to do so, which could cause that individual 
to lose consciousness of his own being; so that he could later say, 

"I did not know I did this--did I do that?* and look at you in surprise. 
That is what is goihg on in your own world today, becauso so very few 
people are acting and living’ consciously. Thoy commit some kind of an 
unbalance, and thon thoy say, 'I did not know that I did it,' because 
thoy have not boen trained to live consciously, and to accept the res- 
‘ponsibility for their own acts. Instead of that, you havo croated a 
man called Josus to put all your burdens on his shoulders. You do that 
with one another, 


"It was also taught how to control the force of drugs in the sys- 
tem. All of thoso so that tho individual would know that ho was the 
Power. In the mornings, there was a prayer, but not lip prayer. Lip 
prayor camo later, and vas said as a mantram--the intonement of words. 
The intonement was used as a special purpose-=not to beg a goð for 
something, but to bring it into being by sound. The law of sound. Ev- 
ery form has its own harmonic, its own vibration. Everything is hung 
‘togother by what you call today, a magnetic field. Could you reach the @ 
proper tone, you could destroy that thing. 


"Today in your government, they have created an instrument of vast 
dostruction--more’so than the atom bomb or more so than what you call 
the hydrogen bomb, and you would not know what struck you or what struck 
your city. It would lay tho city flat. I think today you call it 
supersonic instrument. Unheard sound that would break up the blood 
vessols in your body--causo you to bleed internally to death--drivo 
you out of your mind--and you would never know what it was. This oarth 
and your whole universo and all the bodies thorein--the original foroc 
can be called sound that formed all of these bodies. Your scicntists 
have been battling back and forth as to whethor or not your sun was 
at ono time a vast body and threw part of itsolf from time to time out 
into space and these parts becamo plancts. It is not so." 


QUESTION: (J.J.) "When you spoak of sound in the sense of being all 
froquoncios=-we ordinarily think of sound as only thosc frequencics 
which wo can hear. But when you spoak of supersonics, you arc talking 
of those sounds which aro just siaty beyond our ability to hear. 

Do you say that all sound is capablo of the things you say it is, or 
ão you refcr to sound which is far in oxeess of what we normally refer 
to as sound? You aro going actually into the field of what wo torm 
radio and light frequencios. " f 


YADA: "That is oxactly my truc moaning, sir. I think that it will be ® 
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discovered in your timc, the mystical forces of what I have called sound. 


QUESTION: (J. J.) "In a previous meeting, you used mystical sound for 
minor hoaling purposes. Is that what you rcfer to when you speak of 
mystical sound?" 


YADA: "No. I am spcaking of much, much highor froequencics. “hen I 

usc intonement and call it mystical sound, I am only reforring back 

to the consciousness and what the use of words will do on the conscious- 
ness of a sugedstive power," 


QUESTION: (J.J.) "When you say suggestive, is it sufficient and accept- 
ablc when one does not undorstand the meaning of the mysticism and its 
purpose for which the sound is intended?" 


YADA: "Yes, because while the intonements arë not understood, the in- 
dividual fecls that somcthing is boina done for his difficulty. Now, 
my fricnds, there is no ailment which takos place inthe piiysiged stru- 
eture that docs not begin first in the consciousness, in tho mind. 
There is no unconscious or subconscious or supercohscious--there is 
Only consciousness, and these sceming variations we like to call statos’ 
of awareness or degrees of awareness, and that is all. One going into 
a sleep is not living or acting in his subconscious or unconscious-=- 

he has merely shifted his state of awarcness and that is all." 


QUESTION: (R. He.) "You say wo created a man callod Jesus. Do you mean 
that the man Jesus did not exist?" 


YADA: “Oh, No. The man Josus oxisted by necessity croated by the He- 
brew peoples. Tho Hebrew peoples in thoso times did not have an avatar, 
or a Savior, although I do not like that expression, a saviour. The 
story that this man Jesus represcnts, is the story of an initiation that 
took placo in Grocec, and the one that was to suffor the initiation bə- 
came known as tho annointed one and was given the namo Esus». This man 
originally came, or had his last physical birth in the physical world 

in India over onc hundrod years before anything was writtcn or thought 
of concerning tho man Jesus." 


"Tho story of boing put upon the cross, is the story of initiation. 
Now, lct mo for a moment labor the point lonecr. If it is disturbing 
or boring to anyono of you, will you say so and I will change it to 
anything you want to talk about to the best of my small ability. I do 
mot want you to accopt what I am saying and take it at its face valuc,. 
I make these words;; you liston, and then you go out dnd you look in 
many dircetions, for I am not your authority. I cannot live your life 
for you. You are a free agent. 


"But to go back: This man we were speaking of; wo will aerce for 
the moment and will say for convenionce's skke that ho was put upon the 
eross—-that he was murdered by the rabble. What will it gain you? In 
what way could his dcath bring you frecdom? And what vould you be saved 
from? Yoursclf? No. And that is the only thing ono can be saved from 
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if they are looking to be save; Ploase, my friends, deny mc. You ob- 
ject, if you focl what I am saying is possibly wrong. This man Esus 
was taken into the secret chambers of Greece and suffered this initia- 
tion, not on this cross. This cross originatcd in sex-worship. Now 
this sounds perhaps to some of you, cvcl., Rut what is scx? It is the 
universal substance out of which all is-buiit. It is the divine sub=- 
stance, bublding your individual bodies, as well as all the vast bodies 
in what you call space and time. It is called Kundalini. This cosmic 
substance is centered in tho baso of your spinc. In your Christian - 
Bible, you arc having what is called Garden'of Eden, man called Adam, 
woman calicd Evo--and the snake; the snake, becauso neither Adam nor 
Eve wanted to take the blamo for doing exactly what they were told to 
do by this God--to live and replenish tho carth. But Adam...Have you 
not hoard poople say, ‘I did not know him from Adam?* I did not evon 
know Adam! Adam is ATMAN and means first man to become conscious of ~ 
himself as a thrcee-dimensional form. Before that time he was not in 
that state of hypnosis. He was freer thorofore; his consciousnoss 
was greatly cxpanded and he did not suffer as you suffor now." 


QUESTION: (H.R.) “Why was man put in a lower state of consciousness?" 


YADA: "He was not put in it. He put himself in it because he is The 
Creator." 


QUESTION: (H.R) “Well, what did hc do to go into the lower state of 
consciousness?” * 


YADA: “In croating a new frequency, he camo to live in it, and the 
only way he could live in it was to become one with it. And in doing 
so, he lost his conscious awareness of his own divinity and he is now 
secking to find it again." 


"There have beon many crucifiod saviours, I think if you would 
look into your records, and I believe you still have reeords for the 
public to see if they wish to, you would find ihformation concerning 
many. othor crucificd saviours. 


"The story of the mystical birth’ does not mean that this man was 
born of a virgin woman--that the virginity was of a physical nature; 
but that he was born of great wisdom, pure mind, pure understanding 
of lifo. And at that time a branch of the White Brotherhood called the 
Essenos know of his now roturning tq the physical world, and know that 
it would be his last physical incarnation on tho carth. And so thoy 
sont some of the brothers of this ordor, the Essenes, to find him and 
bring him to the schools; to tako him to differont parts of the world 
to furthor his awaroness of his own power. For as a child ho was do- 
ing strange things with his power, somo of them out of balance with life, 
He did not know how to handle thom. It is like a ohild gcnius--what 
you call music, oh? This child is taken by music schools and taught 
how to use his knowledgco. But your pricstoraft want to turn this other 
thing into some kind of-+I do not know what~-to confuse and enslavo you e 
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in emotions. Life docs not hold for emotions. We can learn nothing 
through cmotions. We must approach life consciously, calmly, with a 
will to learn, and roalizing there is nothing to fear, for we are the 
mastcrs. Unless we accept this consciously, we are going to come 
against things that aro going to be very disturbing to our: emotional 
systom. We shall become fearful. That is why I havo said, when many 
people have said to me, ‘How am’I going to understand lifo better--to 
get to the higher undorstanding, the higher rcalms?'--the first thing 
for one to learn is emotional control.

TRANSCRIPT No. 28 -- January, 1954 


CONTROL: PROFESSOR ALFRED LUNTZ, who introduces himself and greets 
the gathering: @ 


"I regret that my honored colleague, Yada di Shi'Ite talked so 
much that he has left me little to say. It has placed me in a rather 
embarrassing situation. So I would like to ask one of you to help me 
out. Have you something to say? No? 


"Well now, my friends, there are several topics or subjects of 
controversy that we may get into. If you do not have one at the 
moment, I should like to talk a bit about the so-called after death 
state, and what you may expect. May I do that? I think it should be 
of interest to you, because you all, sooner or later, are going to be 
coming my way. I do not suppose that is a very happy thought, eh? 
But yet, there are so many other things that are considerably more 
uncomfortable to talk about. 


"Death is a nasty word. It should be stricken from your English 
language. This is my thought on the matter. Each and every one of us 
is going to have a different experience on leaving the physical struc- 
ture. And that experience will be concerned with our own personal 
life. Sometimes there are others in my world who will be there to 
meet you, but this is not always true, Many pass over with no one to 
greet them. Now this is not a sorry state. This is the proper state 
for such individuals as myself, for instance. It is the best thing, 
Being alone gave me the chance to think, which, in spite of the fact 
that I was a man of the cloth, I did little of, when I was in the 
physical body. I occupied my mind in my earth years with teaching of © 
God and the soul and the devil -- mostly the devil -- and such things, 
I was, in other words, like all clergymen apparently are, the mouth- 
piece for God. We are the salesmen, and as a salesman, I expected a 
bit of a bonus when I came over here from my bosses. But they weren't 
there to greet me. Neither the Master of the place whom I had talked 
of considerably, you know, nor the Greater Boss. So, naturally, I 
found myself peeking over my shoulder from time to time, looking for 
the old boy in the red suit. I was indeed happy to find he was not 
there, either, This gave me a little more time to concentrate upon 
myself and my position, 


"The beautiful part of it all is that you find yourself conscious, 
awake. There may be a period of seeming nothingness, or there may not 
be. One may pass from the physical structure into spirit without any 
break. I was one that did so. I simply found myself standing in my 
room looking at my wife, my two daughters, and at my doctor and life- 
time friend. Now, this didn't seem very much like heaven to me. So 
for a little time, I was greatly concerned as to what the nature of my 
condition really was. I certainly couldn't believe that I was dead, 

I was very much alive and felt much better than when I was in that 

worn-out overcoat that I had left upon the bed. It looked rather. moth- 
eaten, I'd say. Yet I kept saying to myself, 'I certainly can't be 

dead; if I were, I'd be in Heaven. I earned it!’ So I thought I was 
dreaming. And'I tried in this state of belief thet I was dreaming, to 
touch my wife and my daughters and my friend, I tried calling to them @ 
because I could see them. They were standing there weeping. And first 

I would look at my body on the bed and then I would look at them 
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Standing there with sorrow on their faces, sobbing, and really, I 
wondered if I was worth that much. But you know, I couldn't get to 
them in any way at all. Couldn't reach them. 


So after a time I gave it up and walked out of the house and 
walked all over London. The streets were teeming with people--traffic 
as ‘before. I found myself jumping out of the way of many people. 
After a time, I ceased to jump, and noticed that they could pass right 
on through me, I wasn't there--and yet I was there. 


"What a dilemma!"continued Professor Alfred Luntz. "I wandered 
about in this manner for a considérable time with no one to talk to, 
and no one to talk to me. I suppose if I had been of less orthodox 
mind, I would have at least attempted to contact one of the endless 
number of mediums in town. But » I kmew better than to do that, 
because I had taught that those who attempted to communicate with the 
dead were not communicating with the dead at all, but with evil spirits, 
and I didn't want to be an +a spirit. But after a time, one did 
come to me and took me out my stupor and helped me to get a very 
liberal education about life. 


"Now, some individuals do not get this sort of education. They 
are permitted to come into the astral world and are greeted by certain 
friends or relatives as the case be, and are taken to certain 
Places that these friends and relatives have created for them -- for 
their benefit; even creating Heavén -- creating all the conditions 
where one will act as a God and another acts as the Master, the Christ, 
and they come in glowing robes to greet them. Which is as it should 
be, as there are many who come like children, lost in thelr beliefs. of 


Heaven and what it means, And God. 


"Nature does not deny any of us that which is right for us. In 
the years that I have had the pleasure and the honor to use this man's 
body to converse with people on earth. I have been asked many times, 
"But what about the suicide? What is his lot?" 


"It depends cotienhy upon his attitude toward taking his own life. 
What led him to it? What series of thoughts led him to taking his own 
life? If it was for greed, for lust, for posseSsion, then all the 
things that he lusted after will hold him in the place where he sought 
them; and he shall commit suicide over and over again--time after time. 
He will go through a perioĝ of living as he did on the earth plane, 
going through many of the identical experiences he suffered on the 
earth plane up to the time that he was going to take his own life, and 
then he would take it again, or go through that act. It doesn't sound 
like a very pretty picture, eh? And yet, my friends, that is precisely 
what happened. 


"Now if one commits suicide over the lo&s of one he claims to 
love, that desire, that love will hold him bound to that one until 
either that one passes into the astral world, or until he himself 
awakens out of his stupor -- the stupor of wrong belief in whet is 
the truth concerning love. Love means understanding, and there is 
only one to understand, and that is ourselves. When we cote to 
understand ourselves correctly, then we shan't turn our love into 
possession, the will to hold. We shall find that love means freedom -- 
the opened hand and not the closed one. 
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"In this way" continued Prof. Luntz, "we shall not haunt another, 
We shall be free, and when it is time for this loved one to come and ® 
join us, if it is proper, if it is fitting that they should, due to 
their experiences while on the earth, then they will join us.

Hate can be misused, 
Hate comes to us only when we do not understand the fullness of life. 


"Now, presumably, one has spent some time on the earth, concerning 
himself with the nature of life -- what is it all about? -- what am I 
doing here? --where am I going from here? -- how did I get here? 

These are the questions which lead us toward seeking ourselves, There 
is only one escape from the phySical world -- an escape that is complete 
and beautiful and in balance -- and that can be had only when we begin 
to see through this out here; see it for what it is worth; see it as 
our own creation; realizing that we are gathering knowledge through our 
system, and realizing that things are not as they appear to be on the 
surface. Then we shall escape and rise above it forever, never having 
to return. We can return, yes. We can return in service to our 
fellow-men on the earth, or reach to any level of consciousness or 
Plane in service, There are no barriers, We have at last won our 
high estate from which we, not unthinkingly, fell out. 


"If you are a drug-taker or an alcoholic or a sex-fiend, or any 
of these things, you are going to go through the same thing until you ® 
learn. You are going to seek to satisfy yourself with these things. 

And you shall be able to do it until you wake up. You shall be 

permitted to do it, because only through doing and doing and doing - 

only until we become satiated with our will, our lust, shall we at 

last rise above them and become free. | 


"For drug or alcohol or any other desire was not the thing that 
killed us, even though it may seem to have been, It was the emotion 
that has been pushed down inside, suppressed, hidden deep within. 
That is what killed us. That is what drives us on to attempt to | 
satisfy the cravings. Now the body can never, never besatisfied. It 
can only be gratified for the moment. Then we shall find ourselves 
going back and doing the same things over and over and over again, 
until we become like a haunted house, haunted by our desires, that are 
far more fearful than any ghosts. 


"If you are of a balanced mind, balanced in your desires, when 
you come into my world you go on being balanced and attaining greater 
balance. You will be able to build for yourself the kind of environ- 
ment that you desire, whatever it may be. But you shall build with 
love, and the building-blocks of love will turn your surroundings, 
your environment, into the most divine besuty, and you shall endeavor 
to entice others, through love, into your being.

by those with whom we come contact in the phys world, that it 
is complicated; that we can't get this and we can't get that; but we

"Many come over here who are alcoħolics, but within themselves 
they are truly beautiful selves. These are taken care of. They are 
aided; for the teachers, the helpers in my world know in advance their 
true nature, and they come to them and aid them to see through their 
condition; what causes it, and to free them from that belief, We make 
our own hell and we shall carry it with us. And our own Heaven.

I say a sleep state, I mean being unconscious of himself. That is a 
truly unconscious state. That one will sleep for a period of time 

bs oem | upon his nature, but at least until he has washed out all 
memory of having lived on the physical earth, which automatically 
washes out his belief in the experience of pain. Now then, when such 
an individual awakens, he is taken by a teacher or helper who may be 
one of his former earth relatives, or a friend, and he is re-educated 
and then later told of his life on the physical plane. Does this look 
like something to fear? No, I do not think so. 


"When you see one of your loved ones passing into y world -- I 
do not want to say to you, 'Do not weep.' How can I tell you not to 

do that, oh? For we are beings of emotion, Love, to one living in 

the physical body, carries the thought of closeness, of touch, of sense, 
and it is this that we feel the loss of and therefore resort to tears, 
We can't be weeping because we believe that something terrible is 
happening to that one, because it isn't.

But you see, my friends, I did a bit of 
unbalanced work against this man in a former life, and now it is my 
work to make it up, to help him, because of what I suggested he do or 
be nurdered, There is no effect without a cause; and no cause without 
creating an effect. 


"Perhaps, however, in the course of what you will call time, I 
may find it necessary to return. I will be perhaps confronted with 
an experience which will say to me, 'Alfred, you can't learn here what 
you are now seeking to learn, You must go, let us say, to the earth 
plane again to know more about this subject.' Perhaps this suggestion 
may not take hold right away, but if it is within uy destiny, whatever 
that word may truly imply, the thought will come again - the suggestion 
will come again until I do accept and act upon it and make an effort 
to return to the physical world.

Now some of your teachings -- and I shall speak directly 
of it - Theosophy - teaches that when one passes from the physical 
world and enters one of the astral planes, in order for that one to go 
to a higher state, sometimes referred to as Nirvana, he has to die and 
leave an astral corpse floating about. This they call the astral shell, 
eh? As long as I have been here, I have never encountered an astral 
corpse, and hope I never shall. I have, however, seen many thought- 
forms created by those in the physical body and those out of it. 

Many of these, could you have what is loosely called 'the psychic eye’ 
opened so that you could see your fellow-men from the invisible side, 
you would see following them about, some of the most ghastly-looking 


creatures you could imagine. 


"What are these? They are the end-products of our desires. They 
are real; they have an existence; and they are using your -- or my -- 
physical structure to continue their existence. It is far worse to be 
haunted by a thought-form than it is by a spook or ghost of a formerly- 
living individual. Many of our own thought-forms drive us to crime. 
Many of our thought-forms talk to us by what we have learned to call 
voice. Many individuals believe they are conversing with spirits or 
discarnate beings, when often they are not; they are woe ey with 
their own th t-forms, born out of desire. It is very difficult 
to know etek s which when you are still in the physical body -- and 
very difficult when you cote over here. It takes somè training, some 
understanding, some knowledge. 


"The so-called schizophrenic is sometimes not really a schizophre- 
nic or what your psychologists call a split-personality, but he is 
obsessed by discarnate beings. But these discarmate beings, my 
friends, at obsess one, are of that one’s nature--otherwise they 


a 


"couldn'tdo it." Said Prof. Luntz. "They couldn't get next to that one-- 
they couldn't get near him. There is something underlying in one's 

nature that has called out to such beings, bringing them into his aura, é 
One who is given to rage attracts into his aura, some of the most 
heinous-looking creatures. It may drive him to all manner of violence. 


"Going again to another death after the death of the physical 
structure: There is only one, and that is when the personality returns 
to the physical world; and that is really the true death of the perso- 
nality. That is the true annihilation of the personality. But when 
thet one is reborn into the physical world, he or she can again bfeach 
the gap, proving there is no death, With hypnosis, you can take one 
back into past lives and cause them to remember. Now when I came over 
here, I was taken and sent into other lives besides the one I had just 
come out of. This was part of my education." 


L.P. asked: You say you had to go through past lives; but those 
experiences that you could recall in going back over your past lives 
did not include anything pertaining to your experiences in your 
particular state of awareness now, did they? And you cannot, when 
you come over into this state of awareness, bring back an experience 
that you have had in your state of awareness, can you? 


"Yes, you can but you do not, as a rule, do so." 


Can it be recalled? asked H.R, An experience in your state or 
consciousness ? 


"Yes, but as I said, it is usually not so." @ 


Those experiences, though, are marked down on the soul seed, are 
they not? asked I.P. 


"Mat is right. Now, let us get into the field of what is called 
extra-sensory perception for a moment, shall we? On the surface, it 
appears that in telepathy there are forces or energies of some measur- 
able kind, moving from one brain to another brain, But it is not so. 
Consciousness is not something given to one body. It is everywhere 
present.

"Someone sitting over there is doubting survival after so-called 

poeth, true or not? I do not know what we are going to do with him 

ut, đo we want to do anything? It is a decision that he alone can 
make, It is his own life and being that he doubts. So he must go on 
in his own manner to the light. There is no push. It is one of man's 
greatest weaknesses wanting to push others into his own particular 
belief. Push, push, push, There is a great abundance of time, and if 
you do not do something now, you have eternity lying ahead of you anà 
it does not matter. If you had to make a decision, perhaps tomorrow, 
I would say, ‘hurry a little bit.' But I have never been able to know 
when tomorrow comes, for tomorrow always becomes today. So I do not 
know when tomorrow is. It is very c sing -~ if you want to be 
confused it is an interesting pastime. But we always do things to 
confuse ourselves unconsciously. 


"This which is called breath of life. In your Bible it tells that 
God made man of mud and then breathed into him the breath of life, 
This is told in fable form and is very abstract. 


"Those who have not put forward one step in spiritual development 
do not understand the matter world, so how can they understand the 
so-called not matter world, something called spirit? Your scientists 
do not know the meaning of matter. ey are not interested in what 
matter is, but what matter can do by learning how to put it to work 
for more advancement in the physical world. Truthfully there is no 
other world but the matter world.

No, everybody is a little bit out and that is why 
man has to work to become all in, or all conscious. It is to stop 
running away from his physical structure. To keep his consciousness 
where his body is.

Let us 
not permit time to kill us. The only way we can do this is not to try 
to kill time. For that which we do to another will be done to our- 
selves and time as an entity does not want to die anymore than you. 
There is no greater killer of the.cellular body than boredom. There- 
fore, excitement is the thing to look for to keep the blood good, to 
keep the nerves healthy. I do not mean the kind of excitement found 
in a wild dance, no, the excitement of living is to become conscious, 
You today in your world deliberations seemingly set out to kill all 
the senses possible, to dull them. Tobacco.on your taste buds is the 
end of tasting. Everything ‘tastes like tobacco. Alcohol, same thing. 
Alcohol not only destroys the taste buds, it also destroys the brain 


cells, the whole nervous system. 


"Were you born with tobacco in your mouth? Or with alcohol in 
your system? No. Am I objecting to these things from a moral stand- 
point? No. I have no morals, so how can I object ‘to what you do 
morally? I do not understand the word ‘morals.' I live in this way 
or that way because it is more comfortable for me to do so and if all 
men would do this, understanding that if it is comfortable for him it 
is also comfortable for his fellow-man, so is not going to attack him. 


"So you see what you need is re-education. To adopt these teach- 
ings, an entire re-education. You would have to come to understand 
the meaning of what I say. If doing what you want to do helps you to 
live longer and a better life. But at the present moment I see too 
many people think 'This gives me a chance to do what I want to do; 
what I want to do may make somebody else suffer, but that is all right, 
I'll get my pleasure.’

"I was listening to your conversation about the Stone of Scone and 
the Lost Tribes of Israel," continued Professor Luntz at a later seance. 
"I suppose I shall have to go work now and talk about these things. Of 
the 13 Lost Tribes, I might say that this term is sometimes said to sig- 
nify the 13 lost senses of the human being.

ago; is that so?" asked one of the sitters. ý ee 
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“I do not like to talk in terms of time, because my tiring is so 
different from yours; but my honorable colleague, Yada di Shi'ite, 
tells me that it was 200,000 years ago that Atlantis went to the bottom. 


"Now, as to the Stone of Scone, there is such a story as the one 
you mentioned ~- that its disappearance would be the sign of the end 
of the British Empire, However, the easing of the iron-like grip that 
England, my country, has had on the rest of the world has been very ob- 
vious for many years, but the Second World War made it more so. Now -~ 
and I do not know whether I should say *fortunately’ or ‘'unfortunately* 
-- the twilight of England is at hand, 


"Every empire reaches a certain stage in its growth and then it 
begins to deteriorate, And why? Because the growth of an empire is 
bound to breed agony and bloodshed; so it cannot escape. It is the 
reaction of its ow action, Nothing grows without pain, without bring- 
ing pain to itself as well as to much with which it comes in contact.

"It seemed to us,” observed Harriet Foster, "that the miracle of 
England's escape at Dunkirk indicated that she was spared for some great 
purpose, some tremendous destiny."

Johnston: 
"Good evening, my friends," said Control Lao Tse, "It is indeed a 
pleasure to de with you this evening, and it is our hope that we can work 
in harmony with one another, We of the Inner Circle always suggest that 
we set our pet emotions outside the door, like the Dutchman leaves his 


shoes, 


"It is our belief that no one knows everything; so we can just sit 
and talk and see if we can find out what is truth and what is not truth 
-~ what is true, if anything. Every man goes around with his own pecu- 
liar set of beliefs, his own particular ideas that he has formulated, 
or that have been formulated for him from his birth; and this sort of 
thing has been going on generation after generation as far back as 


there is a history of man upon the earth, 


"Now we go through life observing for the most part that a thing 
is as we see it to be. We never make any attempt to look back of the 
scene. We make too rapid judgment without thinking. We suppose this 
or that to be a fact. We seldom, if ever, dig back of the thing to 
find out what it really is. The present day scientists point out quite 
clearly that all nature is in motion ~- and terrific motion -- sending & 
off various rates of vibration; of which some of us see one rate and 
others another rate; so that each one believes, or sees, the thing in his 
own particular way. No one can convince another that he is wrong in 
what he sees, unless he is in some way able to step up the other person’ | 
rate of vibration of the retina of the eye and the nervous system, In 
nothing; it is merely a lens that carries the im-

pulse to the brain, which in turn does not see, but presents the object | 


Your medical men, your brain surgeons have searched 
in vain trying to find where the nerve ends fade out to, and what they 
contact that causes the brain to produce a picture that seems to be 
outside the individual. Within the limits of my small learning, I have 
not been able to discover whether or not they have found this point of

"Is it something or someone existing in the physical body, or out- 
side the physical body and operating the physical body?

Perhaps that is so; and if 
that is what they would like to believe, all right; but there are many 
other theories. When you reach out with your hand and touch something 
it is said that you feel it because you have nerves in the ends of your 
fingers.

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"It is the same again with the eyes, and with hearing. Some for 
instance love to listen to beautiful music and they get a special up- 
lift to what they call the soul, and others like to listen to raucous 
noises which today you call jazz or swing.

One is led to believe that in 
order for a thing to exist it must have some form of consciousness, 
Well indeed it does, because when Mind starts producing an object all 
atomic particles out of which that object is made have consciousness, 
consciousness of its own particular kind, dependent upon what is the 
purpose for which it is to be used. 


"There are many kinds of trees, but what is Tree in and of itself 
without reference to an oak tree, or an elm tree, or all that? Did it 
come into being in answer to a need to produce carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, 
etc? Tree did not come into being just for the welfare of man, though 
it represents the answer to many of man’s needs. Nor can one say that 
Tree came into being as an absorber or dispenser of nitrogen, etc. 


"When can one say that a certain thing is necessary for a particular 
need or function? You can think of anything whatsoever and you will find 
that it can be used for endless things. Why is this? ‘Because this 
thing represents a part of the whole of life, and in the whole of life 
we find such an endless variety of things that we cannot even hope to 
enumerate them." 


"Do we not arrogate to ourselves a position in the universe too 
elevated?" asked one of the sitters. ‘We seem to think everything 
exists just for us." 


"It is said in your Christian Bible," replied Lao Tse, "that God 
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made man in His own image. Now, if we should stop and think about that, 
what about animals? Once we said that if the camels stopped to think 

about God, this God of the camels would have one or two humps on its & 
back. God is not a being and looks like nothing that could resembke a 
being, because It is a force, a particular Force in action, We might 

say that It is All Force in action. 


"at the last meeting I attended one of the group mentioned inanimate 
matter -- matter without motion. Now do you think for a moment that 
such a thing could exist? As matter is made of parts there must be 
motion and you cannot divide matter into less than its absolute parts 
without-motion. Matter needs no proving. How do men say 0, l, 2, 3, 4? 
Now, that is in defiance of the laws of the division of matter. Where’ 
does he get his zero from? He can only postulate the zero. In reality 
there is no such thing as zero, The zero only represents nothing, no 
thing. How, then, does he get to one? Because there are endless frac- 
tions leading up to one, and prong? more and more fractions to two, 
Then he would go on dividing, indefinitely dividing and dividing. So 
far as I can see it from my lowly viewpoint, I fail to understand how 
man arrives at one if he uses this postulated zero in order to bring 
matter out of the unseen into what he calls the seen form; out of bhe 
abstract into what he calls the concrete. In reality, if he will get 
down to true analysis of matter as closely as he can, he will find that 
his concrete world is no more real than his dreams which he calls ab- 
stract. It is on account of this that we of the Inner Circle say, Let 
us think before we speak. Let us observe things closely before saying 
tthis is what it represents itself to be', but think back and find out 
as much as we can of the reality. 


"None of us shall ever know the ultimate of anything. If such an 
individual existed, one who could learn the absolute of all things, then 
he must automatically in that instant become and BE the Absolute -- which 
is nothing -~ and yet everything. It is a paradox. 


TO THINE OWN SELF -- 


"Do not try to see life as others see it. It is only true if you 
see it as an individual and in no other way. And you cannot bring another 
into your world. You can only take him so far; but each of you has a 
chamber in your mind, a world of your own wherein none other can enter, 
not even your most beloved, That is one of the reasons, also, that we 
have refused to go further into our identity. We are not seeking to 
prove continued life to anyone. For you, yourself, cannot prove your 
own identity to anyone. You can, of course, give them a label; but that 
is the best you can do; and as there are many labels you have done no- 
thing to prove your identity.

No 
matter how strongly you believe in a thing it needs no defense, whether 
it be a god or anything else. If you believe it to be true, it is true 
as long as you believe it, and you need not defend it. You may state’ 
what you believe and if the other likes to agree with you to an extent, 
fine! Then you can become brothers. But if not, bow, and leave him on 
his way as just as right as you are. State your beliefs, talk about 
them calmly, coolly, and with a feeling of respect for others?’ beliefs. 


"Life is too great to be defended with vigor and with anger, and 
with a fear of being hurt. What are you hurt over? If things are as 
you say, no one can say anything to change them, Only you can change 
them; and you will change when you see fit; but even you do not know 
when you will change."
